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OUR CACTUS COLLECTION 


We have added considerably to our collection of rare 
Cacti and Succulents in the past few years. Collectors in 
Mexico, Central and South America and in South Africa 
have been finding new plants or sending in new supplies 
of long-lost or little known species. Unfortunately, some- 
times only a single specimen may be received which always 
poses the question of propagation which may prove very 
slow. One may receive plants from several sources which 
turn out to be different, or plants under different names 
which prove to be the same. The phase of botany known 
as taxonomy (the naming of plants) is not an exact science. 
There are rules which govern the precedence of names, 
etc., but none which more than guide a man’s judgment as 
to what is a species or a genus. Botanists are highly indi- 
vidualistic and no two have ever been known to wholly 
agree! Thus one man may see small differences which sep- 
arate plants and so describe a new species, while to another 
these differences do not constitute even a variety but only 
local forms. Just which is right is a matter of opinion. In 
our catalog we do not try to settle these questions, but if 
from the collector’s or grower’s standpoint there is a valid 
difference, we accept the most commonly known name. We 
do not want to confuse our patrons by continually chang- 
ing names. Thus we retain genera such as Chilenia which 
are not valid but which constitute from the collector’s 
standpoint an entity of similar plants different in habit 
: from the rest of the Neoporterias. This is of course arbi- 
_ ; trary and does not at all coincide with my own personal 
views. When one is offering plants for sale one must draw 
a line somewhere between the common convenience of all 
and the hair-splitting of the specialist. While my own re- 
action is that there is far too much hair-splitting (which 
the collector in the field can easily detect) and am more 
inclined to agree with the so-called ‘‘lumpers,” yet to fol- 
low either course to the bitter end brings confusion. 

This year we have some very fine plants to offer, with 
many blooming sizes for those patrons who enjoy seeing 
their plants in bloom. Last year we were very pleased at

display of aquatics. Our first large catalog 
was published in 1881 and dealt with aqua- 
tics and greenhouse subjects. The nursery 
was at this time in Bordentown, N. J. In 
1894 it was moved to Hollywood, California, 
which then consisted principally of orange 
and lemon groves. The old nursery, situ- 
ated at the mouth of the Fern Dell in what 
is now Griffith Park, was a favorite rendez- 
vous of such plant lovers as Paul de Long- 
pre, the famous flower painter; Judge Silent 
and Ernest Braunton. In 1921 we moved to 
Hynes, now renamed Paramount, to have 
more room for expansion. During the past 
30 years we have continued to develop our 
two specialties, Water Lilies and Cacti. It 
would be hard to find two plant groups 
more antipathetic. 


The fascinating thing about working with 
plants is that there is always more to learn. 
Even about the simple things that one per- 
haps has done a thousand times. Every year 
one learns how to do something better, 
some new angle on propagating a refrac- 
tory plant, some way to get certain seeds 
to germinate, some way to coax a plant to 
bloom.

OR window gardens no other group excels the lovely Pincushion Cacti. They are easy 
~ to grow and to flower and always present a cheerful appearance. There is an infinite 
variety of them and most may be grown to flowering size in a three-inch pot. The flowers 
of some of the prettiest appear in the winter, the bright red petals nestling in the snowy, 
cottony puffs which appear at flowering time in rings about the crown. Some seem to be 
in flower almost all the year. The fruits of many are bright red and spring forth red- 
ripe almost within a day. They are found chiefly in Mexico growing on the mountains 


and plateaus or clinging to canyon walls. 


Some are solitary, some clustering and some 


form great mounds of a hundred heads, each pressed so closely to its neighbor as to be 
hexagonal. The spines of none are very sharp or wicked. Some bear silvery white spines 
so intricately locked the green plant beneath cannot be seen; others have golden stars 
tipping each small nipple, some bear long, silky hair, others are like cotton bolls, and 
one bears “‘feathers’’ as soft and white as eiderdown. Some, as Golden Stars and Thim- 
ble, shortly begin to cluster, some flower almost the first year from seed, though gener- 
ally they take two to three years. Most of the plants we sell are two to three years old, 
the larger sizes often many more. The white or golden spined species are to my mind 
the prettiest though the vivid blossoms of the Flame Pincushion, the Rose Pincushion, 


Ruby Dumpling, etc., are lovely for long months. 


Culture. The great majority of Mamillarias require 
no special care and thrive if given the same treatment 
as your other cacti. A soil of 1 part loam, 1 part 
gritty sand, 1 part leafmold suits them well. If the 
loam used is sticky, double the amount of sand. Give 
them a sunny location in the window and plenty of 
fresh air whenever possible. Water lightly, never satu- 
rate Cacti and Succulents, so the soil dries out in

ii HE largest flowered and most brilliant of all plants that 

may be successfully grown as house plants. The Epi- 
phyllums we grow today have been greatly hybridized 
and during the past 50 years literally hundreds of new 
varieties have been raised. Their colors are remarkably 
clear and bright and run the gamut from white, white 
and gold, pink, orange, scarlet, crimson and glorious bi- 
colors with glowing electric violet throats and red petals. 
The flowers now last several days and even Orchids pale 
beside their vivid coloring. They are not desert plants but 
are found in Mexican or Central American forests either 
growing on rocks or high among the branches. 


They vary considerably in shape, some starry with 
cupped center petals, others bowl shaped, while some.are 
massive with ruffled overlapping petals, the center a cas- 
cade of snowy, thread-like stamens. In size they range 
from four inches to as much as ten inches in diameter. 
With proper care they are astoundingly free in flower and 
quite at home in the window garden. 


Culture. In general they should be treated as one would a Begonia or 
even a Geranium. They enjoy a soil of 1 part loam, 2 parts sand, 2 parts 
leafmold. Almost any soil that drains quickly and has a good proportion 
of humus suits them. Do not overpot them. A 4-inch pot for their first 
potting is ample. Spread the roots well and distribute the soil, tapping 
the pot and firming well with the thumb. Water lightly after potting and 
give as much fresh air as you can. They should be allowed to almost dry 
out before watering again. Never keep them wet for any length of time. 
Shift to the next size pot when full of roots. They like some sun but in 
summer shade from the midday rays. They winter well where night tem- 
peratures are above 45°. In California they are safe above 26°. They 
flower in April, May and June.
